Claims 1-13, 15-25, 28-31, 34-43 are presented. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant asserts that Poisson cannot teach determining whether the new 
properties differ from the properties already in use. How can this be? How else would 
any complete system function? Poisson is clearly directed to a portion of a complete 
system.
